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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the Invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale In this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-53 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by de Vos 
(5,312,847). 

De Vos discloses preparations of two-component polyurethane foam forming 
systems comprising a polyol component containing polyol, water, additional blowing 
gases, aqueous polymer dispersions, activators, assistants, and additives and an 
isocyanate component containing polyisocyanates, wherein the materials are combined 
at NCO Indexes meeting those as claimed (see the abstract, column 2 lines 6 et seq., 
column 3 lines 1 - 56, column 4-5 entirely, column 6 lines 1-14, the examples, and 
claims 6 and 10, as well as, the entire document). The polyisocyanates employed by de 
Vos are similar in make-up and content and the contents of isocyanate in their make-up 
are seen to be inherent to de Vos's teaching. De Vos is comprehensive in its teaching 
of the assistants, additives, and activators of applicants' claims, and references sources 
and inclusion beyond that specifically recited. It is held that these filler and assisting 
agents not specifically recited by de Vos's teaching are readily envisioned by the totality 
of the reference's disclosure. 
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The prior art made of record and not relied upon Is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Haas et al, discloses relevant materials In the art.
